Govina Postoffice 


Starts Full Service 


Postmaster Nye is announcing that 


by reason of the postmaster general's 
order of April 17 he is authorized to 
resume fu',1 service at the postoffice 
windows and make the iisual deliv- 
eries of mail by carriers. 


The budget requirements of the 


postoffice department made curtail- 
ments of service necessary during 
March and April. Therefore fur- 
loughs without pay were ordered for 
the entire service, and considerable 
cuts in service to the public also. 
Improved business conditions have 
resulted in a substantial increase in 
postal receipts, said the postmaster 
general, making it unnecessary to 
continue the payless furlough days 
and the reductions in service. 


Domestic Valencia shipments 


from central California began 
this week with a prorate al- 
loted that district by the distri- 
bution committee of 30 cars and 
225 cars for the week April 21 
to 28, according to W. C. 
Frackelton, manager of the 
California-Arizona citrus mar- 
keting agreement. 


Export shipments of valencias from 


this early district and from Arizona 
have been under way for several 
weeks. Export shipments are not 
under the prorate. 


The distribution committee is pro- 


rating navel oranges on the basis 
that shipments of this variety will be 
completed early in May. The week- 
ly prorate on all oranges has been 
running at 1350 to 1400 cars. With 
only about half the oranges left in 
Florida compared with this date last 
year and around 3000 cars of navels 
left in California, there is every rea- 
son to expect improvement in price 
on the remainder of this variety, 
which would mean a better opening 
market on valencias, according to 
Frackelton.

A general discussion of ways 


and means; a survey of the in- 
dustry for the coming summer, 
and the election of officers and 
board of directors, took place 
at the annual meeting of the 
Covina Valley Fumigating com- 
pany last Monday at the head- 
quarters, the old Savoy pack- 
inghouse at Charter Oak. 


The company serves several large 


packinghouses in the Charter Oak 
and Covina area, performing vir- 
tually all the work of spraying and 
fumigating. The election resulted in 
the following: W. J. Worsham, presi- 
dent; Frank H. Sherman, secretary 
and manager; W. H. Collins, B. G. 
Allen, George W. Aschenbrenner, L. 
Boyd King, R. A. White, W. M. Gris- 
wold, William Bowring, and V. C. 
Hall, the latter a new member. 


The secretary-manager's report 


revealed that there are 1928% shares 
of stock outstanding and fully paid 
for, with 43V4 shares transferred and 
no new stock issued during the past 
year. The company is free of debt, 
and with a cash balance, as of Janu- 
ary 31, of $9,942.05. Accounts re- 
ceivable were $4,468.03, and notes 
receivable $2,924.37. Other accounts 
make a total of cash on hand and 
receivable of $18,068.98. The com- 
pany has continued to keep its 
equipment in. modern snape by buy- 
ing new Tnacfiinery es nceAed. 


Only a total of 63 acres was fumi- 
gated, mostly on lemons. Due to 
sprays being developed that seem 
to be giving satisfaction on red scale, 
many of the lemon groves were 
sprayed instead of fumigated. 


The spraying season was late in 


starting last year, due to the late 
completion of the hatch, also because 
the new fruit was small and liable 
to damage, the manager stated. 
There were 832 acres sprayed for 
scale insects, and 168 acres for 
brown rot. There was a total of 
1,301,700 gallons .applied for scale 
treatment, an average of 1564 gallons 
per acre. 


There were 36,600 gallons applied 


for brown rot. The cost for applica- 
tion was further reduced, being 80 
cents per hundred gallons, or $11.73 
per acre on the average for appli- 
cation, a total of $21.23 per acre for 
application and materials. 


Three new spraying machines 


were bought to replace three that 
had been in use for seven years. 
Last season there was very little 
dusting, only about 25 acres. There 
had been quite a scare on thrips this 
spring, but the manager said that he 
had watched the situation closely, 
ind in most cases found that grow- 
rs were mistaking the grain thrip 
or the citrus thrip. 


At the present time the company 
as dusted about 300 acres for aphis 
his season. This pest has been very 
evere during the past month. The 
-nanager said that very little was be- 
ng done about aphis at present, as it 
.vas considered that the damage had 
jeen done, and that the aphis will 
not last much longer.

MENTAL CONFLICTS CAUSE OF 


DEFEAT, SAYS FORUM SPEAKER 


The greatest cause of failures in life is the existence o£ men- 


tal conflicts which have become so deeply ingrained that the 
individual does not realize that they arc there," said Dr. J. 
Hudson Ballard of Occidental college in a psychology lecture, 
"Complexes, Conflicts and Their Cure," given before the forum 
at the Covina evening high school last Monday. 


"Mental conflicts arise from the®1 


struggle of inborn urges to obtain 
mastery over our lives. These urges 
or drives can bo classed into three 
groups: the ego group, whieh con- 
tains our desires for self-protection, 
for self-expression, and for curiosity; 
the social impulse group which con- 
tains our desires for fellowships and 
for being like other people; and the 
love or sex group. Whenever these 
various urges do not agree, causing 
the individual to repress the- strug- 
gle, rather than settle it .energy that 
should be used for higher levels is 
consumed. This causes the double- 
minded man to pay physically, so- 
cially, professionally, and morally." 


Complexes were defined by Dr. 


Ballard as anythng that rises out of 
proportion and seeks to dominate 
the life of a person. He gave ex- 
amples of such things as fear and 
hate, which grow too big and be- 
come complexes. Even modesty may 
assume the proportions of . an in- 
feriority complex.

Adult education is psychologi- 
cally sound for the reason that it 
gives new life purposes to the thou- 
sands of people who are in need of 
some method of cure for ther con- 
flicts and complexes.

ers and shippers of any one variety. 
Shipments must be allotted without 
discrimination among districts or 
varieties so as to give every grower 
the same opportunity to participate 
in the available market, according 
to the committee. 


Myers and Knight expressed the 


committee's intention to apprehend 
all violators of the agreement and 
license, including small truck move- 
ments as well as operations of pack- 
ers and shippers, of which four have 
been cited to date. The committee 
has increased its field force for this 
purpose, they said. 


The committee men emphasized the 


nfe<?cssity for all fruit being esti- 
mited and thus qualified for allot- 
ment. They explained that until he 
receives an allotment, a grower who 
is not affiliated with some shipper, 
may lose his weekly percentage of 
total crop movement. Any oranges 
or grapefruit shipped without allot- 
ment are in violation of the agree- 
ment and license, and subject to pen- 
alties.

Agricultural

Ryan, who disclosed in a report just 
issued that in the past few days fif- 
teen packinghouse managers and or- 
ange dealers have been prosecuted 
and convicted on evidence gathered 
by his department. 


Ryan pointed out that Los Angeles 


is the fourth largest citrus market 
in the United States and that as a 
consequence 
his invesigators are 


continually checking up on the grade 
of fruit offered for sale here. He 
said that people of this county may 
rightfully expect to receive full 
value for their money if he has the 
continued support of the courts and 
the citrus industry. 


Ryan's report showed that local 


markets have been the heaviest in 
the history of the county, averaging 
more than 11,000 boxes of loose fruit 
daily during the past week. 


Deputy Commissioner Wilson, in 


charge of standardization, stated that 
consumer demand is good and that 
it will be the aim of his department 
to maintain a high standard by pre- 
venting unfit fruit from being placed 
on the market. 


Fines of those convicted for vio- 


lating the standardization law rang- 
ed from $50 to $100 and in most in- 
stances were suspended for a year, 
during which time the defendants 
are on probation, Ryan said.
